And foꝛ that the ward of Faringdon without is very ſpacious, and many dangerous and ſulpected perſons 
inhabite, lodge, and reloꝛt thither, It is therefoꝛe ozdaynedand enacted by the authozitie afozeſaid, That the 
ſirtcene Conſtables of the ſaid ward, ſhall by two in anight(withintheirpzecints) watchinſeuerallplaces 
of theſaid ward, viz: One on Saint Sepulchers ſide, and the other on Fleece-{treere ſide, And that the ſeuerall 
Deputiesof the ſeuerall wardes, may haue from the Chamber of London, pꝛiuted Paſpozts tobe deliuered to 
the leuerall Conſtables oꝛ their Deputies, as caule ſhall require, to palle and lend away ſuch Rogues and 
vagrants as àppeare not to be incoꝛrigible, from Conſtable to Conſtable, to the pꝛoper place of their abode, 
accoꝛding to the Statute in that behalte made. 2 

And fozaſmuch as the Citie generally is moꝛe full of able and ſufficient men, to beare the Office of Conſta- 
ble, then hathbeeneheretofoze, It is therefoze enactedby the Authozitie afozeſaid, That if any Conſtable 
hereafter be choſen and ſwozne, and ſhall haue ſerued one yeare in Pꝛecincts where they hane fozmerly beene 
cholen two ypeares befoze: and that there be ſufficient choice of men in the pꝛecincts, Then the Inhabitants 
within the ſeuerall pꝛecincts, may haue libertie at their pleaſure , toercuſe and diſpenſe with that Conſtable 
fo: his ſecond yeares ſeruice: pzouided, That hee pay towards the neceſſary charges and ſernice ofthe ward, 
in any extraoꝛdinarie accidents oꝛ occaſions, ſuch ſumme of money, and not erceeding fiue pounds, as by the 
Alderman, his Deputie and Common Councellmen, oꝛ the greater part of them ſhall be appointed, the ſame 
to be payed to the Church-wardens of the Pariſh wherein the laid pꝛecinct is, to the vſe of the ward and to 
be called foꝛ by the Alderman oꝛ his Deputie oz deputies , when occaſiou ſhall require. 
And it is further enacted by the Authozitieafozeſaid, That ſuch perſons as now ſerue, oꝛ hereafter ſhalt 
be choſen to the plate of Common Councell men, in the leuerall wardes of this Citie and Liberties thereof, 
if they ſhall alter their habitations from the Ward wherein they were ſo cholen to another ward, That then 
Wall not bechoſenin that ſecond ward, to inferiour place of Scanenger oz Conſtable, noꝛ be returned by 
Wardmote Inqueſt, to beof the grand oꝛ petty Yuries, if there ſhall be other able and ſufficientmen to 
| ſerue and ſupply thoſe places and ſeruices, any thing heretofoze bled to the contrary notwithſtanding.
